Guest Editorial

Regarding amateur operating practices, I note that there is a 
great need for education on this subject including courtesy. A 
thorough knowledge of procedure and the customs of amateurs 
working in the various bands is necessary to achieve the highest 
efficiency in operating. All amateurs, particularly those new 
to the hobby, are urged to use standardprocedure, Such use will 
serve to make your operating more enjoyable and allow intelli- 
gent employment of our frequencies with a minimum of confus- 
ion, Standard operating procedure is alsoatime saver, aS you 
will learn from experience. 


A cardinal rule of good operating is to listen carefully for 
several minutes before you use your transmitter toget an idea 
of what stations are working. Listening will show whether the 
spot in the band you have chosen is free of interference or 
whether another frequency is desirable. It will also show im- 
mediately what stations are working in the event you are seek- 
ing contact with a particular area. Itwill, in many cases, pre~ 
vent you from needlessly interfering with contacts already in 
progress. Always listen first, then transmit. 


Considerable QRM may be eliminated if the ARRL recom - 
mended procedures are followed for «Calling Stations”’ and 
“The CQ”. These recommended practices are greatly abused. 
I find that with average conditions, if you can hear the QRMer, 
he can hear you. The worsttypeis the ‘Key Sitting Bird’”’ that 
never uses a dummy antenna for adjusting his transmitter but 
chooses to have his carrier on the air with the key or mike 
switch closed, This taxes your blood pressure and your thoughts 
are not permissible to be changed to words that could be placed 
on the air. 


We also have the “Crosstown Birds” who operaté with excess 
power while separated a short distance and operate for long 
periods when the band near their operating frequency is crowd- 
ed, This use of power, above that which is required for short 
distances, is in direct violation of the FCC regulations, Some 
of this use of excessive power is brought about by some manu- 
factured equipment that has no provision to reduce the power 
sufficiently to meet the FCC regulations, thus contributing to 
the QRM. This is getting to be a real serious problem. What 
can we do to reduce QRM? First, we can do our part to be not 
guilty of bad practices, secondly, try topractice and live by the 
<‘Amateur’s Code.’”? An accidental break-in on a QSO can be 
handled nicely with abrief apology and then QSY to a clear spot, 


If you like DX, look around the band and when you find it, go 
after it, If you like local contacts and the band is crowded, make 
your QSOs short. If it gets too lengthy, tell Joe Bloke to give 
it to you on the land lines and by so doing, you will not be the 
one to blame for QRM many miles away. 


Did you ever consider getting into the VHF area of two and six 
meters? You can, so to speak, “havea pball.’? Set up a project 
to build a rig in these ranges or watch the trade papers where 
you might pick up a real bargain. Frankly, I am a late comer 
as far as VHF is concerned andIfind that I have really missed 
the boat by not getting into it years ago. Another plus factor 
for VHF is that the power requirements are small which is de~ 
finitely on the economy side. The use of diodes and transistors 
in the circuitry makes a very fascinating project. The big plus 
is that you have helped eliminate some of the QRM from the 
HF bands when you work local. Ifyou have only HF equipment, 
confine your local contacts to the 40 and 80 meter bands. We 
will never be able to eliminate QRM. However, by our own ef- 
forts we can effect a reduction and by passing word on, others 
may just catch-on. 


Have a good vacation, come back all bright eyed and loaded 
with ideas and suggestions for future programs, It’s your club 
and we need your attendance and help!

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We can define a lightning ar- 
rester or surge diverter as an 
over-voltage protection device 
connected in parallel with 
equipment, It provides a path 
of low impedance to do elec- 
tricity and limits the voltage 
reaching the equipment, Most 
arresters are of the gap type. 
Other types include neon lamps 
and solicon diodes which are 
employed as secondary voltage 
protectors on equipment at re- 
ceiver antenna terminals to 
ground. Most neons conduct at 
eighty volts and solicon dio- 
des at a half a volt, Sta- 
tic drain types are high re- 
sistance devices connected 
from antenna leads to ground, 
The Blitzbug, commonly used 
by amateurs on coaxial lines is 
of the gap type. Another type 
consists of two carbon blocks 
separated by a piece of mica 
with a small hole punched in 
the mica, It is used on tele- 
phone lines and is connected 
between the line and ground. 
When a high voltage surge oc- 
curs on a line an are forms 
thru the mica from one carbon 
to the other and a discharge 
is enhanced, protecting the 
equipment. Inductive surges on 
lines are frequent and carbons 
must be cleaned and mica re- 
placed periodically during 
storm seasons. Direct hits des- 
troy the carbons, 

Lightning seeks the path of 
least resistance to ground, 
There is no accepted evidence 
that any form of protection 
can prevent a lightning stroke. 
However, experiments have in- 
dicated that a high vertical 
conductor such as a metal mast 
or tower which is well ground- 
ed, will generally divert to it- 
self direct hits that might oth- 
erwise strike with a circle 
area of 2R, where R - two 
times the tower height. Some 
protection can be achieved to 
low structures in this circle 
area provided a low impedance 
ground is connected to the tow- 
er. Acceptable ground rods 
should be a minimum of eight 
foot in length and a half inch 
or greater in diameter. They 
may be made of copper, cop- 
per clad steel, or galvanized 
water pipe three quarters of 
an inch in diameter or great- 
er, The rods should be driven 
into the ground as close to 
the base of the tower or mast

as practical and connected to 
same with clamps and a #6 
to #10 copper or aluminum 
wire. Copper braid can also 
be used. Sharp right angle bends 
should be avoided. It is better 
to go up on the tower a few 
feet and angle off to the rod 
than directly over to the rod 
at right angles at ground level. 
Ten foot three quarter inch 
copper clad steel rods andheavy 
hinged clamps are available at 
economical prices from elec- 
trical supply houses. Points 
of clamp contact on the rod 
and tower should be clean to 
provide a no resistance path. 
They should be inspected yearly 
for rust or corrosion and coat- 
ed with a suitable grease or 
metal protector. 

Towers mounted in concrete 
bases are not considered 
grounded, Concrete is a poor 
conductor. House waterpipe 
grounds are generally not ac- 
ceptable due to the fact that 
they make long runs and right 
angles before going into the 
ground and then often are only 
a few feet deep in sand before 
connection to a main or well 
many feet away. A heavy cur- 
rent from a lightning stroke 
passing thru them can set up a 
terrific magnetic field and in- 
duce destructive voltages into 
house wiring and connected 
equipment. Antennas on wooden, 
towers or poles and antennas 
mounted: on roof tops should 
have a #4 or larger wire con- 
necting the antenna to a ground 
rod. The wire should be held 
off from the structure by in- 
sulators and run as direct as 
possible, Coaxial cables should 
have tgeir outer conductor 
grounded to the metal tower 
or mast. This is usually ac- 
complished thru the boom on 
most beams, Coaxial cables and 
rotator cables can be run down 
the side of a tower or mast, 
held off by insulators if de- 
sired to minimize induction. 
In any case, both should come 
down to the base and run under 
ground before entering the 
pbuilding. Installation of light- 
ning arresters should be out- 
side of the building, usually at 
the base of the mast or tower. 
With doublets, long wires, and 
antennas using open feeders or 
twin lead, gap type arresters 
should be installed with a suf- 
ficient gap for the power and

SWR involved. They should be 
mounted on insulators and con- 
nected to a ground rod thru a 
#4 or greater wire with a mini- 
mum of bends, Care should be 
exercized in the placement of 
some types of commercially 
available arresters. There is 
the possibility of the arrester 
exploding due to fast expan- 
sion of air or moisture inside 
of the arrester and damage 
from flying parts to nearby 
things. If a hit is made on or 
near the tower or antenna, ar- 
resters should be inspected im- 
mediately for burning and open- 
ing of gaps or other damage 
and replaced as soon as feasi- 
ble. On wooden towers and 
poles, a second arrester should 
be installed at the top from 
the antenna to the ground wire, 
An effective secondary type 
arrester may be made by sim- 
ply forming the coaxial cable, 
twin lead, and control cables 
or any leadin with a insulated 
cover, into a two or three turn 
coil approximately one foot in 
diameter and held together with 
tape. This is called a light- 
ning choke and presents a in- 
ductive reactance to a light- 
ning stroke, It should be made 
on the equipment side of the 
lightning arrester and a right 
angle bend in the cable after it 
will further impede current 
flow. Do not ground antennas 
inside of the building. The rea- 
sons should be obvious. The 
feedlines to the antenna whe- 
ther coaxial, twinlead, or open 
feeders are better opened by 
a switch between the equipment 
and the point of exit. This 
completely breaks up any direct 
path to ground. 


Reviewing the total protection 
system for the common metal 
tower with a beam having one 
half of the driven grounded 
to the boom, the coaxial and 
control cables upon reaching 
the base go under ground to 
the building then have a few 
turns one foot in diameter for 
a lightning choke, They now en- 
ter the building thru a right 
angle bend. The coaxial cable 
has a arrester installed at the 
base of the tower which is con- 
nected to ground and is con- 
nected to the equipment thru a 
coaxial switch inside the build- 
ing to enable it to be discon- 
nected from the equipment dur- 
ing storms. The tower is 
grounded thru a eight foot or 
longer ground rod connected 
by clamps and a #10 or larger 
copper or aluminum wire with 
no right angle bends. 

We hope to have brought to 
your attention the mechanics of 
lightning and the accompanying 
dangers, Also, the accepted me- 
thods and types of protection. 
Safety inside should be observ- 
ed during thunderstorms. Do not 
work on equipment or remain 
on the air during storms, The 
induction into power lines and 
antennas from strokes as much 
as a mile away can be fatal.

background on developments 
which led to the agreement. 
Much of what follows has been 
furnished by General Counsel 
Booth or President Denniston, 

From the very outset of the 
litigation, Special Counsel 
James J. Borsnahan, of the 
firm of Cooper, White & Coop- 
er, San Francisco, Edward F. 
Peck, K6AN, as Co-Counsel 
and General Counsel Booth 
shared the view that the taking 
of Dr. Miller’s deposition at 
the earliest possible moment 
was most desirable to acquaint 
his attorneys fully with the true 
facts concerning certain of his 
DXpeditions and his represen- 
tations to the Awards Commit- 
tee and the Directors, They 
believed the possibility was 
great that the litigation would 
be terminated by Dr. Miller 
once certain basic facts were 
known to all interested parties. 

The taking of Dr. Miller’s 
deposition was begun on Tues- 
day, June 11, in Hartford, and 
continued for the better part of 
three days. Some of the facts 
developed by Mr. Brosnahan’s 
questioning were as follows; 

Dr. Miller’s passport, neces- 
sary to establish many of the 
all-important dates of his en- 
tries into and exits from vari- 
ous countries disappeared and 
presumably was lost in Febru- 
ary of this year, shortly be- 
fore filing of the suit; records 
and files concerning details of 
many of the DXpeditions were 
stored in the trunk of Dr. Mil- 
ler’s automobile, which was 
reported stolen from the New 
York area in July or August 
of last year and never had 
been recovered; financial rec- 
ords of contributions for his 
DXpeditions prior to early 1967 
are in the possession of the

of the Rocks were of other 
areas or locations inthe Carib- 
bean; the name of the boat used 
for that operation, the ‘Pussy 
Galore,” was a ‘nickname’ 
given by either Dr. Miller or 
Herbert Kline, K1IIMP, who ac- 
companied Dr. Miller on that 
‘texpedition”; many of the 
statements concerning the 
Rocks by all of the Directors 
on May 4, 1967, were not true; 
and he could remember few, if 
any, specific details of any of 
the alleged trips during 1966 
and 1967 to Chagos (VQ9AA/C), 
Laccadive Islands (VU2WNV), 
Blenheim Reef (1B9WNV), and 
Heard Island (VK2ADY/9), and 
had no travel and expense rec- 
ords available to support his 
accounts of those ‘‘expedi- 
tions.” Dr. Miller’s explana- 
tions in an attempt to justify 
the St. Peter & Paul’s Rocks 
episode and many of his other 
actions were, in the opinion of 
the League’s counsel, most un- 
convincing - - and, at times, 
incredible. 

The attorneys had previously 
agreed that only three days 
would be devoted at this time to 
Dr. Miller’s deposition, that 
my deposition would be taken 
by Dr. Miller’s attorney during 
the following three days, and 
Mr. Kline’s deposition would 
be taken by the League in the 
Boston area on Monday, June 
17, Accordingly, Dr. Miller’s 
deposition was suspended after

ing my deposition, It was esta- 
blished that complaints con- 
cerning Dr. Miller’s DXpedi- 
tions were carefully investigat- 
ed and thoroughly considered 
by the Awards Committee, In 
our council’s opinion, not one 
fact was developed to support 
Dr. Miller’s claim that I ra- 
ther than the Awards Commit- 
tee had made the decisions, 
that I displayed any malice 
towards Dr. Miller, or had 
called or termed Dr, Miller a 
‘liar and a cheat.’ 
Although some indications of 
a desire to reach a settlement 
appeared during the taking of 
Dr. Miller’s deposition, speci- 
fic proposals warranting care- 
ful considerations were not 
forthcoming until the end of the 
first day of my deposition. At 
the very outset of the settle- 
ment discussions - - the word 
‘¢settlement’’ is used in its 
broadest sense and should not 
be construed as evidencing any 
weakness by the League - - 
it was made clear that not one 
dime would be paid to Dr. Mil- 
ler to withdraw or dismiss his 
suit. Any and all suggestions 
of any payments by the League 
to Dr. Miller were summar- 
ily rejected. 
Basically, the agreement 
provides that, upon its approval 
«by the League’s Board of Dir- 
ectors, Dr. Miller shall dis- 
miss his suit against both the 
League and me, and forfeits 
any right to file that or any 
similar suit in any court any- 
where in the United States, 
As concerns the 1968 Dx- 
peditions of Dr. Miller, the 
Awards Committee had earlier 
been supplied with complete do- 
cumentation by Dr. Miller, and 
had no unresolved complaints 
against any of those operations, 
It had, however, held up re- 
lease of a decision because of 
complications caused through 
institution of the lawsuit. 
President Denniston called 
a special meeting of the Exe- 
cutive Committee in Chicago to

hear counsel’s report and dis- 
cuss the agreement. During the 
meeting, Mr. Brosnahan was 
asked why the League should 
enter into any agreement, in 
light of the most favorable facts 
developed to date, rather than 
sit tight with the hope that Dr. 
Miller will become discouraged 
and give up the case, He based 
his very strong recommenda- 
tion that the agreement be ap- 
proved upon the following con- 
siderations: trial of the case 
would probably take at least a 
month, would have to be pre- 
ceeded by many more deposi- 
tions in various parts of the 
United States and possibly over- 
seas, and would be most expen- 
sive, perhaps involving addi- 
tional expenditures up to $35,- 
000 and possibly even $50,000; 
trial of a case before a jury 
always involves considerable 
uncertainty and risk because 
of the unknown jury, and there 
always would be some possi- 
bility of a judgement for Dr. 
Miller; although the arrange- 
ments are such that the case 
could be prosecuted with rela~ 
tively little expense to Dr, Mil- 
ler and, therefore, the possi- 
pility of a voluntary dismissal 
or loss of desire to prosecute 
would be remote; and even if a 
judgement in the League’s favor 
would be obtained after trial, 
the publicity to the League would 
pe no more favorable than can 
pe realized from the present 
agreement. Mr. Brosnahan 
most strongly recommended the 
agreement be approved, Gen- 
eral Counsel Booth shared his 
views. 

After extensive discussion, 
the Executive Committee re- 
ferred the matter to the Board 
of Directors for a mail vote, 
with its strong recommenda- 
tion for approval, As stated ear- 
lier, the Board’s decision was 
favorable, Thus the agreement 
is now in effect and the law- 
suit should shortly be termin- 
ated, 

I personally regard this out- 
come a decisive victory for the 
League, its officers, and em- 
ployees. It is indeed unfortun- 
ate that the League has been 
put to such unreasonable ex- 
pense and some of its officers 
and employees subjected to such 
abuse. However, as our attor- 
neys have said, ‘‘anyone can 
sue anyone else for almost any 
reason, and the party sued has 
no alternative but to defend.’’

ticular method of your providing 
envelopes or postage. The im- 
portant point is that you provide 
some means of keeping your 
ecards cleared. Either #50 (5- 
1/2x8) or #10 (Standard Busi- 
ness) envelopes are satisfac- 
tory, dependent on your card 
quantities. You may address 
and stamp the envelopes your- 
self; or provide loose stamps 
or cash for stamps to be at- 
tached to your self addressed 
envelopes by the bureau; or 
send $1 or multiples with which 
Pat will obtain, address, and 
stamp the envelopes for (15¢ 
per envelope with 6¢ stamp.) 
The method you use should de- 
pend on your individual situa- 
tion. Porbably, the best general 
approach is to provide self ad- 
dressed envelopes and suffi- 
cient cash or loose stamps 
to assure you have credit on 
the books. 

CURRENT PROBLEMS. The 
Post Office through which the 
bureau operates, in accordance 
with PO regulations, will not 
permit postage due envelopes 
to pass in bulk mailings! Hence, 
if cards are to be mailed, the 
bureau must attach the correct 
postage when necessary, and in 
turn request reimbursement. So 
many people have ignored this 
request, the bureau is over $40 
in the hole! In addition, toclear 
the dead-file, Pat has prepared 
envelopes and mailed cards to 
about 1000 fellows. Only 43% 
have returned the expense in- 
volved. This isn’t very impres- 
sive, is it? Strict books are 
kept on everyone’s credits and 
deficits for the benefit of all 
concerned,

Need Radio Technicians 


By August F. 


The two-way radio industry 
really began in 1946 and up to 
this date has grown by leaps 
and bounds, Originally police 
departments - public safety 
were the users of two-way ra- 
dio systems, which consisted 
of AM transmitters and recei- 
vers, low band 25-50 MC, and 
then they moved into FM and 
later they moved from 25-50 
MC to 150-174 MC, and within 
the last eight years, the UHF 
450-470 MC, has been very 
active. 

Along with the growth of the 
number of two-way mobiles in 
service, there has been created 
a shortage of qualified two-way 
radio technicians. Today almost 
every two-way radio service 
company is crying for exper- 
ienced two-way radio techni- 
cians. Radio schools are not 
turning out this type of techni- 
cian - they are only producing 
men with second or first class 
licenses but with no practical 
two-way radio experience while 
in school, Therefore, practical 
experience must be accumulat- 
ed by actually working with 
the equipment in a two-way 
radio service company, The 
radio hams who do have ex- 
perience in repairing and in- 
stalling mobile equipment in 
some cases have more training 
or experience than a man fresh 
from school with a second class 
license and no two-way radio 
experience, Also, the ham may 
be displaced - by this I mean 
that he may be working in a 
particular job that he really 
is not interested in but does 
have a great interest in radio 
communication equipment so 
that he would be in a good po- 
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sition to consider employment 
with two-way radio service and 
installation companies, 

It also has been proven that 
TV technicians make good two- 
way radio technicians because 
they do have experience in re- 
pairing TV sets that do have 
many circuits which require 
some knowledge of the use of 
test equipment, 


In servicing two-way radio 
equipment, the important thing 
is to be familiar with the par- 
ticular set, test equipment and 
the procedures in using the test 
equipment, Also, itis important 
the man be familiar with fed- 
eral communications commis- 
sion rules and regulations, 
some system design, such as 
base station installations, tow- 
er, antenna and coaxial line, 
This can only be gained through 
actual experience by working on 
the equipment, 


One may not realize the op- 
portunities in this field today, 
but in the next few years al- 
most every new vehicle will 
have some form of communi- 
cation in it, with citizens band 
or commercial two-way radio 
or even ham radio, and this 
form of communication will be 
just like the juke radio inevery 
ear today. There will be a def- 
inite need for technicians to in- 
stall and maintain this equip- 
ment,
